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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


The Committee appointed to supervise the Common Schools, would 
most respectfully submit the following Report: 


We do not expect to produce much ofa sensation, for our schools 
‘shave pursued the even tenor of their way” with nothing to make 
their history remarkable. The town is divided into, twenty-one dis- 
tricts. Many of them have excellent school houses with modern 
improvements. ‘There are a few however that need to be enlarged, 
ventilated, and rendered more comfortable and attractive. These 
things have so much to do with the health of the body, and the 
cheerfulness of the mind that they ought not to escape the attention 
of any parent. Many of our schools would find the purchase of a 
" set of outline’ maps a profitable investment. We congratulate our- 
selves that not a single teacher or scholar has been expelled. Al- 
though our schools are on the whole backward we believe they are 
advancing in rank. We think no one acquainted with’ the facts will 
deny that the present, has beena year of unusual prosperity. Uni- 
formity in text-books has proved a great advantage to all our schools. 
Much credit is due to prudential committees for their efforts to se- 
cure good teachers. The wonder is, that they have succeeded so 
well, when we consider how poorly ails worthy class of laborers is 
paid. We hope the town will, at their next annual meeting, take 
action to secure a more equitable distribution of the literary fund 
A moments reflection will show that great injustice is done to Dist. 
No, 7. which has two large schools, but receives no more of this 
fund for the support of its two teachers, than a district having less 
than halfa dozen scholas, and only one teacher. Candor demands 
that this money should be apportioned to scuooLs, and not to DIs- 
rricts. Factory Village should have two schools, each drawing its 
share with districts having but one teacher. In conelusion, we com-

mend our public schools to your fostering care and liberal support. 
Much may be done to improve them. The reputation of the town is 
identified with this subject. Be careful in the selection of teachers 
and when you have good ones, hold on to, and encourage them. To 
neglect the physical, imental and moral culture of our youth, is to in- 
flict upon them an irreparable loss. 

“A dew-drop on the infant plant 

Has warped the giant oak forever.” 

Nothing can ensure the perpetuity of our free institutions, the in- 
telligence and virtue of our communities, and a reverence for the 
Great Supreme who holds in his hands the destinies of nations, but 
the education of those who are soon to be the citizens of this mighty 
republic. 


DISTRICT No. 1. 
Henry Martin, Prudential Committee. 
The Summer Term was under the charge of Miss Lucy E. Fel- 


lows, whose systematic course of training the youth in this District 
will long be remembered, and recommended to succeeding teachers, 
And we feel that when she left the school-room, to assume still more 
weighty care, the profession lost a valuable member. We think 
that her scholars in arithmetic improved rapidly, inasmuch as at the 
commencement of the term there was not one who could tell the 
fraction of the sum of 1-2 and 1-3, and at the close they seemed to 
have aclear idea of the subject of fractions, ‘They also appeared to 
have progressed well in their other studies. 

The winter school was taught by Miss M. Lizzie Morse, whose. 
method of teaching would seem to be too familiar to the people of 
this District to require any very lengthy remarks from the commit- 
tee. Her seholars made good improvement, and her school-room 
was always quiet when visited by the committee. 


DISTRICT ‘No: 2. 
James H. Kelley, Prudential Committee. 
The summer term was under the instruction of Miss M. Lizzie 


Morse. Miss M. has been for three years among us as a 
teacher, and has exhibited a rare combination of traits for her Gif- 
fucult calling. It is sufficient, perhaps, to say that her efforts and 
success for the past year have sustained, and added to, her previous 
well earned reputation. Yet we must say that the secret of her won- 
derful faculty for management in regard to her pupils, lies, we think, 
in character—in a certain heartiness of sympathy and fijensbin for 
them. ‘If one would have friends, he must show himself friendly.” 

Some time has been spent, and we think profitably, teo, in the 
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vhetoriral exercises. Many of the young girlsand boys of this Dis-_ 
trict, we will venture to say, can declaim better than many gradu- 
ates from our colleges. 

The winter term was under the charge of Rev. Mr. Bryant. Had 
there been a union of friendship and sympathy existing between the 
teacher and scholars it might have been a profitable term had it con- 
tinued longer. . But owing to the ill health of the teacher, it closed 
in little less than five weeks. Suffice it to say, we believe this 
teacher capable to teach and govern a school acceptably in the 
absence of previous existing prejudices. 


DISTRICT No, 3, 

7’. J. JTardy, Prudential Committee. 

In this District there was but one term during the year, taught by 
Miss Carrie Blaisdell. Miss B. sustained her good reputation as a 
teacher already won, in District No. 21, and fully impressed the 
committee with the belief that she was not indifferent to her task, 
though the school-reom would seem toinvite to sloth and inactivity, 
rather than tostudy and pleasant reflection, by reason of the ‘‘cracks 
and crevices’ written by her inreply to the question in the Register, 
«Has the room any arrangements for ventilation?’ Yet we notic- 

ed in this District the elements of good scholarship, though at this 
tume the scholars are rather backward, owing to the fact that they 
attend school only about fourteen weeks in a year, and when in the 
School-room they are not usually ina comfortable condition for study. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 

Bela Whitney, Prudential Committée. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Maria A. Temple a young 
lady who combines easiness and gentleness of temperament with a 
very dignified executive ability ; which seems rather to command 
obedience than to order it, and which conspired to make her school 
both profitable and pleasant. Want of energy on her part would 
seem to be the only requisite needed to make her one of the most 
successful teachers. The second term was taught by Miss Eva Pres- 
sey, who though “‘young in years, is in experince old.”” Miss P. aps 
peared very anxious to do duty, and it seemed to us, that she would 
do well in a school of more advanced scholars, judging from the pro- 
gress of the scholars in their respective branches while under her 
charge. 

DISTRICT NO. 5. 

Alonzo Lary, Prudential Committee. 

The Summer Term was taught by Miss Lovey Temple, a young 
teacher of consitlerable promise, Order fair, progress good. The 
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Winter Term was quite successful, under the instruction of Frances 
S. Beede. . 


DISTRICT No. 6. , 

S. B. Chase, Prudential Committee. 

The only term during the year was taught by Miss Elsie A. Al- 
drich. Excellent order. Good degree of progress in all the studies, 
especially in all the arithmetic classes. In the final examination, 
not a quesion was missed in the latter. A marvellous improvement 
has been brought about in this school. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 
Elijah Snuth, Prudential Committee. 
The large school was.under the instruction of Miss Nellie M. 
Washburne, summer and winter. The summer term was under ex- 


cellent discipline, and was generally successful. Most of theclass- - 
es improved rapidly. The winter term was not quite as profitable 
as the summer term, for obvious reasons. ‘The school was nearly 
twice as large, rendering it more difficult to preserve order, and al- 
lowing the teacher to devote but little time to each pupil. ‘The in- 
tellectual arithmetic classes ranked low, but the written arithmetic 
classes did better than usual. Miss W. worked hard, and succeed- 
ed where many, under similar disadvantages, would have failed. 
The small school was taught in the summer by Miss Josie Chase, 
whose aptitude for government and teaching secured her this posi- 
tion for the second time. She was as usual very successful. The 
winter term was under the instruction of Miss Josie Temple. Her 
excellent reputation for discipline was put toasevere test. She had 
under her charge a sufficient number ofsmall children for two schools. 
Many of them were too smallto study. ‘lo keep these buds—burst- 
ing with vitality—quiet, was a task in which she had quite as good 
success as could be expected. General improvement in studies good, 
in reading marked. 


DISTRICT No. 8. 

Wm. Aldrich, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Eveline M. Jones taught bothterms. Inthe summer, there 
was good order, and a very satisfactory degree of progress in all stud- 
ies, except arithmetic. At. the close of the winter term, we found 
the school in all respects in excellent condition. Order faultless— 
progress rapid and thorough., The district would be wise in secu. 
ring Miss Jones's services again,

Farnum Hinkson, Prudential Committee. 
Miss Sarah"P. Howe taught thesummer term. She labored with 


her usual zeal, and her pupils gave a good account of themselves at 
the examination. The winter term was kept by Miss Sarah M. Win- 
ship. The school was creditable to the teacher, and profitable to the 
scholars. 


DISTRICT No. 10. 
B. P. Nichois, Prudential Commitee. 
‘Both summer and winter terms were taught by Miss Lois M. 
Leavitt. The first term there was a good degree of improvement, 


especiallyinreading. ‘The second term showed a good degree of ap- 
plication to the work of the school-room. The only poor recitation 
was in mental arithmetic. The progress in written arithmetic was 
very eeratity: ng. The order was satisfactory. 


DISTRICT No. 11. 
R. R. Smith. Prudential Committee. 


Both terms were taught by Miss Jennie M. Whittier. This is a 
school of considerable size. The summer term was orderly and prof- 
itable Shorter and more thorough lessons would have been an im- 
provement. The winter term closed with a very good examination. 
Many of the scholars appeared idle and restless, but they learned 
nevertheless. 


DISTRICT No. 12. 
Philip Prescott, Prudential Committee.

Had Mrs. U's 
mode of instruction been inaugurated at the commencement of the 
term, the school would have beer brought to a standard in point of 
order and scholarship, which would reflect honor to herself, and cred- 
it to her pupils.
